Von Hinderberg is 80, Clemenceau €6 
Balfour 89; Elihu Root 82, Depew 9,3, 
Edison 80. Much has been done for 
civilization by men of ripe years, and 
much valuable experience of life is 
lost by being brought to a close too 
early. But Dr. Osier’s remark hangs 
so cloud-like over the mind in its at¬ 
titude toward old age, that unless its 
effect can be dissipated, there is lit¬ 
tle encouragement to prolong life. 
Life is only worth prolonging if man 
is encouraged to continue in produc¬ 
tive work throughout his later years.

The hitching post has taken its 
place with those other departed sym¬ 
bols of an older civilization, the han¬ 
som cab, the cigar store wooden 
Indian, the watering trough and the 
livery barn. Those who have lived 
to see the home town grow from a 
village of the horse-age to a city of 
the motor-age and those who havq. 
migrated from village to city will] 
remember the old hitching post with i 
its iron horsehead, or the hitching 
rail in front of the general store in 
front of which Old Dobbin and the 
mare—impatient to start for home— 
had stamped deep hollows in the 
earth, which formed mudholes-^ a 
greater part of the year. Yes, now 
that the hitching post is passing into 
obsolescence and extinction there is 
sentiment and romance attached to it 
and remembrance of its lowly state 
becomes sweet. How different was 
man’s reaction to it while it domin¬ 
ated village curbs! As long as there 
was a hitching post or fail in front 
of .every store and before the more 
pretentious homes in town they were 
commonly considered eyesores and 
traffic (pedestrian) obstructions. Like 
so many other things nobody associ¬ 
ated romance or tradition with the 
hitching post until it was in disuse.- 
Until the historical society lobbies 
through a law cofise,rving and restor¬ 
ing the hitching posts the sentimental 
and romantic cannot find rare speci¬ 
mens of the original thing by depart¬ 
ing from the main motor roads and 
seeking out the isolated villages, of 
which there still exist a few.

While 
a fifth impressed the individual bene¬ 
fits to be reaped from general pro¬ 
gress— paved roads, comfortable 
home's, aerial mail routes—so much 
more appealing than commerce on the 
high seas. Five speakers, and em¬ 
phasis laidrtm five different lines of 
endeavor. < What a variety of thought 
must be in progress throughout Can¬ 
ada! And, incidentally, in what part 
of the country will emphasis be laid 
on a brilliant future in art and litera¬ 
ture? If it be true that achievements 
after the age of 21, are the fruition 
of youthful aspiration, then Canada’s 
future is safe. The concluding words 
of our winning contestant, are being 
voiced all up and down the land at 
this moment, “O Canada, we stand on 
guard for thee.”—The Times.

Heretofore the conferring of de¬ 
grees has been confined to persons 
| of purely educational attainments, 

| usually as a result of college ttain- 
! ing. We have had in profusion Mas¬ 
ters of Arts, Masters of Science and

is being conferred, but not in formal 
ceremonies with the recipients in 
scholastic garb, but as a simple 
recognition of practical merit in one 
of the world’s basic activities.

A prosperous farmer of this dis¬ 
trict, of Norwegian birth, says that 
in his opinion, the government is I 
making a mistake in spending such i 
vast sums for immigration. He I 
thinks that the matter of inducing | 
settlers to come to the country might i 
well be left very much in the hands of 1 
the immigrants already settled here, i 
And that the money spent in immi¬ 
gration, might profitably go to pro- j 
gress within the country. So that j 
every individual, able to grasp 1 
opportunities of a new land, would 
automatically become a booster, 
v There seems to be a good deal of ! 
commonsense in the argument. Our j 
best settlers—of Scandinavian and | 
British extraction—are all in touch I 
with relatives and friends in their j 
own land. Interest in Caada is very j 
keen. They report conditions and j 
possibilities here And their reports : 
are more likely to have weight, than j 
the representations of government 
agencies. There would be fewer mis¬ 
understandings &nd no “come back.’’ 

Again, a settler located in Canada, 
is unlikely to encourage anyone to 
come out, who is not adaptable and 
for whom there is no good prospect, j 
He would have no wish to be unduly ' 
burdened. But he is naturally desir¬ 
ous of surrounding himself with oth- | 
ers of his own flesh and blood. People 1 
from these old lands have a sense of 
family solidarity. And according, as ! 
the newcomer is'himself satisfied, he 
will pass on the good word, in order 
to^ establish old relationships here. j 
_ This might be a slower process j 
than the present one of bringing in I 
great numbers yearly. But it has the 
merit of establishing a more perma¬ 
nent citizenry, it is all too true that s 
the isolated immigrant with no par¬ 
ticular tie to bind him to Canada, is 
apt after one disappointment, to be 
lured onward to other lands. 

This basis of criticism of the gov- 1 
ernment’s immigration expenditures, 
while possibly not new, gains addi-J 
tional weight from the fact that it J 
comes from a man of foreign birth, I 
who is a solid citizen and who is in 
constant touch - With friends in old 
Norway.

Seed that is badly 
weathered may not have good germi¬ 
nation. There is a lot of seed produc 
ed in 1927 that was very badly wea¬ 
thered. Insure your crop by using 
only seed of proven germination, 
j Many of the different plant diseases 
j are carried over on the seed. The 
formaldehyde and copper carbonate 
I treatments are inexpensive and in all 
cases more than repay the cost of ap- 
! plication. Sow only well graded seed 
! The cost of cleaning seed to elimin¬ 
ate kernels that are small in size or 
immature and light will pay for itself 
many times over. Small underdevel¬ 
oped kernels produce weak plants 
| that are smothered by their vigorous 
j neighbors. Grain of this type is of 
j more value for feed than see<5. One 
I year’s seeding of weed seeds means 
I seven years weeding with easiest 
controlled weeds and a life job for 
many of the noxious weeds. Elimin- 
I ating weed seeds from seed grain will 
] pay you handsome dividends, 
j Sow’ only proven varieties. The 
I varieties recommended by the Experi- 
I mental Station, Lacombe, are Mar- 
jquis, Red Bobs and Garnet Wheat; 

! Banner and Victory Oats, and O.A.C. 
j 21 and Manchurin Barley. If you are 
j not sure which variety to use, get in 
I touch with your nearest Experimen¬ 
tal Station, School of Agriculture, 
| Agricultural Agent, The University 
I of Alberta or the Provincial Depart- 
J ment of Agriculture.' The experiej 
j of any or all of these sources of in¬ 
formation will be of value toxyou. 
[Their advice is free and gladly given. 
| The best way to get good seed is to 
grow it. This can be done to best ad¬ 
vantage by preparing a special piece 
of summer-fallow or breaking for a 
seed plot. Any one can easily calcu¬ 
late the acreage necessary to provide 
sufficient seed for the follow’ing crop 
year. This seed plot should be sown 
with special seed, preferably register¬ 
ed. Registered seed may be obtained 
from a member of the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association or from the 
Provincial Seed Cleaning Plant at 
Edmonton. 


Royal York Fast Reaching Skyward

It will pass under Front Street to the south-east 
comer of the hotel entering the building on what 
might be termed the ground floor, although its floor 
level is slightly below that of the street. The main 
feature of this floor will be a large exhibition arcade 
which will be one of the outstanding features of the 
hot'el. Here will also be a coffee room, grill and bar¬ 
ber-shop, and around the sides will be a number of 
shops each with a display window on the street. In 
the south-east corner will be a bank, and the remain¬ 
der of the space will be taken up with store-rooms 
and service equipment. 

The main, or lobby floor will have the main entrance 
of the hotel on Front Street, and another entrance 
on the east side. In the centre of this floor will be 
a large lobby containing the hotel offices and ten 
passenger elevators. To the right will be writing 
rooms, cafe and news stand, and to the left a large 
(-lounge opening on to the main dining room which 
will extend pretty well the entire length of the hotel’* 
frontage on York Street. This room, like the lounge 
and lobby will be two storeys in height with the gal¬ 
leries of the mezzanine floor above. 


fork on the Royal York, the new Canadian Pacific 
Hotel being erected at Toronto is at least ten 
days ahead of its schedule. It was only in September 
that the razing of the old Queen’s Hotel and the other 
buildings on the property began, and a battery of 
steam shovels were turned in on the task of taking 
out the excavation. The latter was no small job. 
The area of the hole required was about 340 yards 
by about 194 and its depth averaged somewhere be¬ 
tween 23 and 24 feet while the soil excavated amount¬ 
ed to over 50,000-cubic yards. There is now every 
hope that the building will be completed by May 1st, 
1929. It-will rise 395 feet above the sidewalk, thus 
being the tallest/building in the British Empire, that 
title now" being held by the Royal Bank of Montreal 
which towers,l392 feet above the street. • The fur¬ 
nishing and equipment of the hotel will set a new 
standard,., and a small army of designers are busy 
preparing plans for the decorations and furnishings. 

The tunnel entrance to the hotel from the Union 
Station will open on the floor immediately under the 
concourse and will be opposite^ the passage-way 
through which arriving travellers leave the trains.

For purchasing liquor from the 
vendor on a permit, of which he was 
not the legal holder, Peter Gainor, of 
High River, was fined $100 and costs 
by P. G. Thomas, police magistrate, 
High River, on March 2.

Police prosecuted. 

Everything is now in readiness at 
the London office of the Wheat Pool 
to assist in the handling of this years 
crop and there is every indication 
that the pool will be able to do a 
large » business notwithstanding cer¬ 
tain opmrSItion there, states R. A. 
MacphefrsonXone of the directors of 
the Alberta* Wheat Pool, who has just 
returned^ from the Old Country after 
establishing an office of the Canadian 
Wheat Pocd in London. Mr. Macpher- 
son also visited the continent where 
the pool now has twenty-six agents at 
various centres handling pool wheat. 

Large quantities of Alberta" tar 
sands may be used during the coming 
summer ifijconnection with an exten¬ 
sive program of road building to be un 
dertaken in the province of Manitoba. 
Representatives of Alberta Tar 
Sands companies have been in nego¬ 
tiations with Manitoba authorities for 
some time, arid tjie plan under con¬ 
sideration involves the erection of a 
plant at McMurray or some other 
point adjacent to the deposits, where 
the tar can be extracted from the 
sand in order to reduce the cost of 
transporting this road building mater 
ial. 

Those who think of promoting raf¬ 
fles should consider the fate of a Cran 
brook lady who was fined $20 and re¬ 
ceived a month’s suspended sentence 
for selling tickets on a raffle for a 
car. Even with raffles for prizes of 
small value at bazaars held for chari¬ 
table or religious purposes, permis¬ 
sion must first be obtained from mun¬ 
icipal authority, the articles must 
have been offered for sale and none 
must exceed $50 in value. If the au¬ 
thorities or the public do not like the* 
law they should move to have it al¬ 
tered, not wink at it.—Cowichin 
Leader. 

The annua! spring meet of the Al¬ 
berta Field Trials Club will be held 
at High River on April 6th-8th. A 
record entry is anticipated, and in¬ 
tending competitors are urged to take 
advantage of the opening of training 
season, to put their dogs in condition. 
Mr. Frank Walsh of Winnipeg, who 
will act as Judge, is an outstanding 
man in field trial dog circles, both in 
Canada and United States. An entry 
of seventy-five dogs in competition 
will establish the Alberta club as the 
foremost of its kind in Canada. Ex¬ 
tra events which have been added af¬ 
ford an opportunity for all. Anyone 
desiring any further information re¬ 
entry blanks, etc., may get in touch 
with J. M. Miller, Calgary, secretary- 
treasurer, A.F.T.C. 

I was gratified the other day to 
hear a prominent farmer and rancher 
■of the Vulcan district state emphati¬ 
cally that in his opinion there was no 
better place on the American contin¬ 
ent where a man with a little capital 
and unafraid of work can become in¬ 
dependent in a fewer number of years 
than Western Canada. This young 
man had returned from a visit 
throughout the States and while he 
admitted the amassing of great for¬ 
tunes on the part of the few across 
the line, he felt that here in Alberta 
our prosperity was based on a more 
substantial and permanent basis and 
he had returned more hopeful than 
ever before of the future of this prov 
ince. He says: “If the man who 
comes to this country is of the right 
stamp and is prepared to get down to 
it he must succeed.” 

\ large number of British settlers 
will be coming to Alberta during the 
next three months, states E. M. 
Johnston, district superintendent of 
the Land Settlement Board at Ed¬ 
monton, whose office is arranging for 
the handling of these newcomers. 
Some two hundred boys are expected 
from the training schools established 
by the British Ministry of Agricul¬ 
ture in various parts of England and 
Scotland, where ’teen age boys are 
given a six months’ course of train¬ 
ing on farms equipped with Canadian 
machinery and implements. In addi¬ 
tion a considerable number of mar¬ 
ried couples as well as single men 
and women listed as farm laborers 
and domestics are included in the emi¬ 
grants from Great Britain destined 
for this province. 

An institute of co-operation will be 
held at some point or points in Alber¬ 
ta during the coming summer, it is 
announced by Hon. George Hoadley, 
Minister of Agriculture, and Chair¬ 
man of the Board of Trustees of the 
Provincial Wheat Board Fund. The 
report of the Board of Trustees as 
submitted during the past week to the 
Legislature shows that Alberta receiv 
ed $112,000 from this source. Of this 
amount $10,431 of interest has been 
added, and the only expenditure last 
year was $1,461 with which a delega¬ 
tion was sent to a co-operative insti¬ 
tute in Chicago. It is proposed to 
carry on the coming year in investi¬ 
gations thus begun and to make a 
careful study of approved co-opera¬ 
tive methods in both production and 
marketing, which will be applicable to 
Alberta conditions. Arrangements 
are being made to have the institute 
addressed by speakers who are ex¬ 
perts on various phases of co-opera¬ 
tion in both Canada and the United 
States. 


'CANADIANISM 

Instructive Lecture by Rev. Dr. Ker- 
by on “Canada and Canadianism.’’ 

The following well reasoned ad¬ 
dress was delivered recently by 
Dr.Kerby on Canadianism: “Anything 
that develops a community life is of 
national benefit. As it is with the 
schools of your community, so it will 
be with the nation. Wherever men 
and women gather to discuss prob¬ 
lems, a cOftrmunity becomes a better 
place for boys and gins. All the 
world problems ahead of us, are to be 
handled through our children. In 
this sense, the children are the most 
important people in the world today. 
After all, what one does after 21, is 
to realize on what one dreamed of 
doing in the developing years. See 
to the child that he be given the right 
bend.’’ 

Speaking on Canada, Dr. Kerby 
continued: “The world war shifted 

the centre of the universe, and now 
we are walking out of the shadows of 
the old, through the gates of the new 
and itdoth not yet appear what we 
shall be. From the chaos of crumb¬ 
ling dynasties and tottering Empires, 
u new star has appeared, Canada. 
Canada, emerging from a colony to a 
nation, free, self governing, self de¬ 
termining, with expanding obligations 
and responsibilities. 

Men are realizing that theblood of 
the world pulses from ’"a common 
heart. And • in the centre of the 
world stands Canada—the Half-way 
House between the Occident and the 
Orient—binding East and West. Ev¬ 
ery five days there sweeps thruugh 
our country from the Orient to Eur¬ 
ope a $5,000,000 silk train. Last year 
Canada sold her flour to fifty differ¬ 
ent countries. We are on the eve of 
the great industrial and agricultural 
expansion—Canada is being looked to 
as the mecca of the world. 

The Early history of the country, 
is replete with romance and tradition. 
It is divided into three periods, 
French, English and Confederation. 

The great French people from 1650 
braved unbelievable perils to plant 
the cross in an unexplored land. From 
old Quebec there came La Salle, 
Frontenac and others to portage the 
great rivers and penetrate the wilder 
ness. The English speaking people 
must never forget the contributions of 
the French. Pioneers of our basic in¬ 
dustries, they also have contributed 
and are contributing richly to art, re¬ 
ligion and literature. Our country is 
inestimably rich in owing its foun¬ 
dation to these two great representa¬ 
tive nations—France and England. 

English dominion obtained in 1759. 
Then began the struggle of the peo¬ 
ple to govern themselves. There were 
explorers and missionaries too. The 
thrilling deeds of Henry Hudson, 
Samuel Hearne, McKenzie and David 
Thompson are known to us all. And, 
within our own time, are men such 
as Rundle, Robertson, Lacombe, the 
McDougalls, who dared the western 
wilds and rolled back the misty map 
of the unknown west to reveal a vista 
of hope for dwellers in old lands. The 
English specialized in industry, sci¬ 
ence of government, and education. 
Their brain ami-brawn have brought 
us to the present. 

With the third period—Confedera¬ 
tion, in 1867—there began a process 
of consolidation and development. 
The development of a larger con¬ 
sciousness is marked by three import¬ 
ant events since Confederation: 

(1) The Riel Rebellion in 1885, 
when Eastern Canada rushed to the 
aid of the West in sqppressing the 
rebels. This was the real birth of a 
dominion consciousness. 

(2) In 1900 when Canada fought 
in South Africa shoulder to shoulder 
with New Zealand and Britain. This 
marked the empire consciousness. 

(3) In 1914, when Canada helped 
to save the world from world dispo- 
tism, a world consciousness was bornr 

And from the world consciousness 
is the growing knowledge that,'Can¬ 
ada must make her contribution to 
world citizenship. 

National needs press us:" (1) We 
must have a new sense of apprecia¬ 
ting of our glorious tradition and 
heritage—1500 years of effort lie 
back of us to fix our national integri¬ 
ty; (2) We must have new sense of 
responsibility of leadership. Our 
leaders should tower like our moun¬ 
tains, clear-eyed, clear souled, to 
watch and wait and work. Our bound 
less resources are after all but the 
frame work of the picture. The soul 
of it lies in the quality of national 
life, the ability to assimilate new life 
and to incorporate it. 

(3) There is need for the schools 
to cultivate a genuine Cqn^dian spir¬ 
it. There are 65 racial groups in 
Canada. We are beset by Orientalism 
Americanism, etc. Unless we produce 
a sound Canadianism some other ism 
is going to gain a hold. In this re¬ 
gard we should dwell more on our na^ 
tional merits. Study our Canadian 
literature and art. Much culture may 
be imbibed from Europe and the Or¬ 
ient. And while we may emulate, we 
must never imitate. 

(4) We need to take a new inter¬ 
est in the stranger within our gate. 
We are £t x great expense to get him 
here. f He has increased our assets, 
mined our coal, tilled our soil, built 
our railroads. We owe him a square 
deal as a citizen and a neighbor. If 
we used a tithe of the money' which 
it cost to bring him, in easing his 
homesickness and heart hunger, we 
would build much better. His child¬ 
ren are growing up in our land. Ev¬ 
ery time we fail to educate a foreign- 
born child we lose a Canadian citizen 
—we loosen a stone in the founda¬ 


tion of national life. 

(5) We need to enlarge our na¬ 
tional ideals. Different Prime Minis¬ 
ters have said that Canada is the 
hardest nation in the world to govern. 
There are so many lines of cleavage: 
(1) geographical; (2) urban and rur¬ 
al; (3) racial; (4) religious. There is 
no time for such petty differences. 

The Great War taught that there is 
no security except in brotherhood, no 
invincible armament but in service 
and truth. Within the next 100 years 
the storm centre of the world will be 
the Pacific. It will be no conflict of 
bru-e force, but ideals against ideals, 
character against character. Our 
weapons in this must be spiritual— 
Canada is a young nation living in 
goodwill. She must drive greed and 
injustice from her international rela¬ 
tions. And, following her rising star 
of destiny, she must blend all nations 
and gather the best from all." 

Dr. Kerby, the other evening, re¬ 
ferring to the Brotherhood Club ex¬ 
pressed himself “as in great sympa¬ 
thy with the movement” which led to 
a story. Not long ago a San Francis¬ 
can received a Black Hand letter sta¬ 
ting that "on a certain day, at a cer¬ 
tain spot, the sum of $6000 must be 
plaeetl, otherwise his wife would be 
removed instantly from his home. 
The man wrote back to the address 
given, saying “I regret that 1 have no 
such sum as $5000 to give you—but i 
am deeply in sympathy with your 
movement.’’ 

In speaking of the efforts that 
should be ufade in welcoming the 
tranger within our gates, he told of 
his own procedure in this respect. At 
one of his evening services he noticed 
a fine-looking young woman, a strang 
er, present. After service, he reach¬ 
ed her side, shook hands with her, 
asked her name and address. He vol¬ 
unteered “I shall call on you tomor¬ 
row.” Her reply was “No tank you, 
I already have one faller.” 

Speaking of-the Irish, Dr. Kerby 
quoted Henry Ward Beecher as-say¬ 
ing that he boasted just one drop of 
Irish blood. To that one drop he ow¬ 
ed all his success and all his progress. 
But one drop was enough. 

MODERNMIRACLES 

The Experience of Two Flyers 
Messrs. Lewis and Terry was 
Thrilling in the Extreme 


The remarkable escape 'from death 
of the two fliers Lewis and Terry in 
the Hudson Straits, is truly a drama 
of this present day. And no less 
thrilling is the fact that on their safe 
return to Port Burwell at midnight, 
March 2nd, within a few hours the 
news was relayed 1 from that remote 
corner to all quarters of the world. 

Lewis and Terry accompanied by an 
Eskimo “Bobby,” were obliged to 
make a forced landing, 60 miles off 
the coast. Using their inflated air 
raft, they travelled eastward for a 
day in heavy weather. When skies 
cleared, they found themselves float¬ 
ing out to sea, with the ungava coast 
behind them. They paddled from floe 
to floe. For seven days, they were at 
sea, with rations running so low, that 
they were obliged to depend on the 
Eskimo’s skill, with an emergency ri¬ 
fle, to obtain walrus meat, which they 
ate raw. The Eskimos lost the air 
raft in a struggle to reach land, and 
the party used small ice floes and the 
paddles which had been salvaged. 
Eventually they reached the Labrador 
coast, at a point 40 or 50 miles from 
Burwell over mountainous country. 
They met an Eskismo hunter who act 
ed as guide and brought them safely 
to Port Burwell after a harrowing 
two weeks. 

Immediately the message was_ sent 
from Burwell to Wakeham Bay, and 
from there was radioed direct to Ot¬ 
tawa. ^

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

Lambing season is reported to be 
well under way in farm flocks in the 
southern part of the province qnd the 
crop of lambs in most cases is very 
satisfactory. Sheep men are taking 
every precaution to avoid the com¬ 
paratively heavy losses which occur¬ 
red - as a result of the cold wet weath¬ 
er during the spring of 1927. 

F. H. Reed, Superintendent Domin¬ 
ion Experimental Farm, at Lacombe 
was elected president of the Aberdeen 
Apgus Breeders’ Association of Wes¬ 
tern Canada for the coming year at a 
meeting of this organization held in 
Brandon on March 13. Mr. Reed’s ap¬ 
pointment to this position is a recog¬ 
nition of the work he has done in build 
ing up at the Lacombe Farm one of 
the outstanding heals of Aberdeen 
Angus cattle in Western Canada. 

The 1928 annual convention of the 
Canadian Weekly Newspaper Associ¬ 
ation will be held in Edmonton during 
the first week of July, according to a 
decision reached at a recent meeting 
in Ottawa. Over 200 members of the 
Association from all parts of the Do¬ 
minion are expected to attend the con 
vention. In addition to regular busi¬ 
ness sessions, trips to the surround¬ 
ing district and to Jasper Park are 
planned as features of the gathering. 

The safeguarding against contam- 
intion of so important an item of the 
daily diet as milk, is one of the pres- 
I sing duties confronting, not only ur¬ 
ban "but - rural' municialities. The 
! question of tubercular testing is one 
1 for the government alone, but muni- 
| cipalities are already empowered to 
pass legislations.requiring that all 
milk offered for ^ale shall be pasteur- 
tfzed. The urgency of this safeguard is 
'very apparent oind it is gratifying to 
I note that the village council and 
j.board of health are studying the prob 
■ lem and action will no doubt be taken 
| in the near future to guard the milk 
supply. 

It is announced by Mr. Russell, 
manager at Peace River for the Al¬ 
berta and Artie Transportation De¬ 
partment of the Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany, that the steamer “D. A. Thom¬ 
as’’ which during the past several 
years has plied between Peace River 
and Hudson’s Hope will again be in 
J operation for the coming season. It 
I is expected that the steamer will 
i again be in command of Capt. Mc¬ 
Leod Mho has had charge for the past 
two summers. A downward revision 
of tariffs for the hauling of the var¬ 
ious commodities which are carried 
down the river into the northland is 
announced by the company. 

Sixty-fiee per cent of the settlers 
on land under the Calgary District of 
the Land Settlement Branch have al¬ 
ready ynet their payments thus far in 
the year which ends on June 30, 1928, 
according to W. S. Woods, Superin¬ 
tendent of the Board in Calgary. 
More than $513,000 has been collect¬ 
ed out of $765,000 due and the Board 
has security upon Wheat Pool assign¬ 
ments yet to be realized upon cover¬ 
ing deferred payments on more than 
200,000 bushels of wheat. This is re¬ 
garded by officials of the board as a 
particularly good showing and an in¬ 
dication of the high type of settlers 
being placed on Alberta farms under 
this agency. 

Alberta tar sands in huge quanti¬ 
ties will likely be utilized in the,mak- 
ing of roads in the West and it looks 
as if Manitoba will be the first prov¬ 
ince to give it a boost. The Winnipeg 
Tribune in an editorial supports the 
keeping of this money for roads with¬ 
in Canada. It says: “It is an open 
question if the province would not be 
better advised right now to start re¬ 
surfacing with Alberta tar sands in¬ 
stead of gravel, at least on the more 
important highways where the gravel 
roail wears out so quickly. The cost 
would he greater, of course. It would 
probably require $10,000 a mile to lay 
a tar sand road. But the result would 
he a road equal fo the best asphalt 
construction and wearing several 
times as long as a gravel road. At 
present between construction cost anil 
resurfacing cost we are spending near 
ly $8,000 a mile. Some original con¬ 
struction cost would be necessary if 
the tar sand surface was adopted, but 
not nearly as much. As an estimate 
it is probably safe to say that as be¬ 
tween $8,000 a mile for gravel roads 
and $12,000 a mile for tar-sanding 
surfacing, the province would save a 
great deal of money by the latter.” 


NEWS OF INTEREST 

Mr. Sapiro is carrying out a new 
co-operative ideao. He has organized 
250 small picture theatres into an as¬ 
sociation in order that they may com¬ 
pete with larger corporations. Their 
combined yearly buying power is esti¬ 
mated at $2,500,000. With this, they 
can compete in securing, new pictures, 
instead of having to wait months. Mr. 
SapiroV. salary in this connection is 
$100,000 a year, but he expects to get 
the enterprise shortly on such a basis 
that it will not require all his time. 

More than two thousand farmers, 
in the,southern part of Alberta have 
visited the special livestock demon¬ 
stration train being operated jointly 
by the Provincial Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, and the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. During the* past three 
weeks the train has made stops at 
Macleod, Monarch, Kipp, Diamond 
City, Iron Springs, Picture Butte, 
Turin, Coaldale, Taber, and Sterling, 
and an average of over two hundred 
farmers have been in attendance at 
the meetings held at each of these 
points. The tour will continue for a 
further three weeks during which 
time lectures and demonstrations will 
be given at seven other points. 

The Winnipeg Hydro News, in de¬ 
ploring the lack of increase in rural 
population in Manitoba, lays the fault 
at the door of the farm “chores.’!- It 
says that more boys and girls are 
driven from the farm, through the 
drudgery that calls them from their 
beds at dawn and occupies their time 
long after dusk, than any other rea¬ 
son. And these endless dreary chores 
may be greatly lightened by the use 
of hydro. In Ontario, the farmers are 
making generous use of electricity, 
and are being released from much of 
-he tedium of rural life. In the farm 
houses too, every equipment is being 
utilized by the women.” This general 
use of electricity may soon be the rule 
on the farms of southern Alberta. 

The weather broke fine last week 
and with bright sunshine and much 
warmer Conditions followed by Chin¬ 
ook winds, which have practically re¬ 
moved the snow and ice and gives ev- 
ry prospect of resumption of thresh¬ 
ing. Some small machine operations 
are going on to the West but un¬ 
der trying conditions of wet soils and 
frozen stooks. The weather is still 
continuing fine, yesterday being the 
warmest day of the season so far, 
and about the town the streets are 
drying up and dust is seen once more. 
It is expected that with the weather 
holding, threshing will be general by 
the first of the coming week. It will 
take about two weeks to complete the 
work when started. The roads how¬ 
ever are generally yet in deplorable 
condition and will not permit of the 
hauling of grains. The frost is al¬ 
ready out of the ground, as noticed 
by the fast disappearance of the sur¬ 
face waters, and bad . conditions can 
be expected until the roads dry up 

Farmers throughout the province 
are being advised to place their or- 
lers early for the seed oats they will 
require for the 1928 crop, states Pro¬ 
vincial Field Crops Commissioner W. 
I. Stephen. While the seed oat situ¬ 
ation this spring should not cause 
widespread alarm, there is undoubt¬ 
edly a considerable shortage of good 
seed oats in some sections of the prov 
ince and a more serious scarcity at 
seeding time can be avoided if far¬ 
mers will make provision to fill their 
requirements as early as possible. 
The germinating quality of oats has 
been lowered to some extent in a 
lumber of districts where, the crop 
has been exposed to the weather over 
winter and farmers in these localities 
ire urged to have germination tests 
made on the grain they intend to use 
"or seed. Large quantities of oats of 
i quality suitable for seed have been 
shipped out of this province during 
the past few months to other sections 
of Western Canada where they will 
he in keen demand for the coming 
crop, and in addition many thousands 
>f bushels which might have been re¬ 
tained for seed purposes have gone 
through the regular channels to the 
millers. Elevator companies through 
>ut the province are helping to meet 
he situation by holding in their 
country houses a supply of oats suit¬ 
able for seed, and it is felt that there 
will be little difficulty in suppylng the 
demand if farmers who will need ad¬ 
ditional sepd oats for their coming 
crop will make their requirements 
known to their local elevator agent at 
once.
